Chancellor Did Not Specify Size of 
Light Craft. 

A characteristic story of the {ate 
Lord Fisher, and his capacity for get- 
ting his ideas carried out while at the 
Admiralty during the war, was told 
by Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Tudor 
ata mecting of the Institution of 
Naval Architects. 

One day early in the struggle, 
when it was believed that the con- 
flict would not last very long-Admir2!: 
Tudor sald Lord Fisher came into his 
room and told him he had just had a 
long conversation with the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, who had agreed 
to the building of light craft up to 
light cruisers to any extent. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had not 
said how big the light cruisers were 
to be, so Lord Fisher said, “We will 
build two whoppers with 15-in. guns, 
big enough to knock any German 
Nght cruiser off the sea.’ This was 
the origin of the Furious, the Glorious 
and other ships of that class.

Making Use Of 
Kaiser’s Stables 


Buildings Attached to Royal Palace 
Converted Into Public Library. 
The stables of the former Kaiser, 
which were erected in 1900, and are 
attached to the royal palace have been 
converted into a public library. The 
main or street front is 305 feet long 
and the front facing the Spree is 578 
feet. The style of the structure is 
renalssance, Sculptures of horse 
tamers and ancient warrlors are rang- 
ed along the upper front. A foun- 
taln is set in the wall at each end. The 
horses were kept in two stories of the 
river wing, with the carriages above. 
In the imperial times the stables were 
open to visitors daily from 11.30 to 
1.30. Admission was 25 pfennigs. A

ada Colonization Association, a few 
days ago. His suggestion for en- 
abling legislation has met with uni- 
versal support in each of the three 
prairie provinces, The view is strong- 
ly held that the creation of a Land 
Board under the Minister of Agricul- 
ture in cach province, which would 
take listings of the unoccupied lands 
in Western Canada, and thus pro- 
vide a medium through which all col- 
onization agencies could operate, 
would be of incalculable value in as- 
sisting settlement of the vacant areas 
in Western Canada, The enabling 
legislation thus proposed in General 
McRae’s memorial has consequently 
met with almost universal support tn 
cach of the prairie provinces, 

It is proposed that the conference 
will not only consider the needs of 
the incoming settler but as well the 
conditions surrounding agriculturists 
now on the land. The opinion has 
been expressed by General McRae 
that one old settler is worth several 
new ones, and the problems of those 
now in the country should be fully 
considered at the forthcoming pre- 
miera’ conference. Speaking in the 
Manitoba Legislature a few days ago 
Attorney-General T, H. Johnson sald 
that the Manitoba Government was 
greatly impressed with the useful re- 
sults that are likely to attend the con- 
ference in question, 


Commission Receives 
German Gold 


Millions of Marks Placed at Disposal 
of Reparations Body, 

The reparations commission has of- 
ficially announced that Germany had 
placed at its disposal 150,000,000 
marks, partly in gold and partly in 
foreign currency, It was added that 
the reparations commission was mak- 
ing arrangements to accept delivery 
of the payment. 

The reparations commission in its 
reply to the German Government 
accepting the payment of 150,000,000 
gold marks, makes it clear that this 
amount will be received only on ac- 
count of the one billion marks due 
May 31, which must be forthcoming 
before that date in gold or approved 
foreign currency, bills or drafts on 
the German treasury, endorsed by 
approved German banks and payable 
in pounds sterling at London, francs 
at Paris, dollars at New York, 

The commission will decide what 
city shall be designated to receive the 
150,000,000 marks, probably cither 
Cologne, Coblenz or Mayence.

Spiders Good 
Weather Prophets 


Much Can Be Learned By Observing 
These Insects, 

There is a wealth of weather wis- 
dom to be got from the observation 
of spiders. 

These insects cannot spin properly 
in a high wind. Before a gale they 
may be observed strengthening their 
webs. 

The shape of the web ig also a 
valuable indication, When the frame- 
lines are short and stout the insect's 
instincts has told it that wind and 
rain are coming; while the long and 
slender frame-lines are a reliable sign 
of calm and fair weather, 

If spiders remain active during rain 
you may be certain it is only a show- 
er and will be over soon, When at 
the beginning of rain, they retire into 
complete indolence, the unsettled 

eather will almost certainly last for 
some time, 

The time of day at which spiders 
mend their nets is also a good weath- 
er sign. If the mending is observed 
going on during a summer evening 
there will be no rain that night. When 
spiders are seen crawling on walls in- 
stead of attending to their net wet 
eather is imminent

Only Secret Service Men Hold This 
Decoration, 

How many people have heard of 
the King’s Watch? This decoration 
is held by secret service men only. 
The decoration consists of a gold 
hunter watch of exquisite workman- 
ship. Inside the case is inscribed the 
words, “For Services Rendered.— 
George.” About twelve of these 
decorations were won during the war. 
The services rendered by one of the 
brave recipients—a naval officer—will 
serve to illustrate that the King's 
Watch is a hard-earned honor. The 
officer in question, an excellent Ger- 
man linguist, spent eighteen months 
mixing with enemy sailors at the Ger- 
man naval bases of Kiel and Wilhelm- 
shaven, Ie transmitted the informa- 
tion to our government, to whom it 
was*invaluable. Every country has 
its special decoration for these adven- 
turous men, One Central American 
republic awards a tiny gold dagger, 
inscribed with words similar to those 
on the King's Watch.
